Germany Demands 
Apology From Spain 
For Boarding Nazi Ship 


Berlin.—Incensed over the “Kam-1 
erun incident,” Nazi Germany order-j 
ed its warships in the Spanish zone 
to stand by for action while the 
commander of seven other warships 
driving toward Spain messaged 
Madrid he would “meet force with 
force.” 

In strong language Nazi officials 
demanded apologies from Madrid and 
assurances there would be no repeti¬ 
tion of incidents such as the reported 
boarding of the German vessel Kam- j 
erun by Spanish loyalists. 

Admiral Carls, in command of the 
warships steaming toward Spain,; 
messaged he would "not tolerate” j

The Editor of The Journal: 

I would like to make a few re¬ 
marks concerning the article I 
in your issue of August 20, 1936,1 
dealing with the “Quantity The¬ 
ory” of money in relation to the 
issue of Prosperity Certificates 
by the Government of Alberta. 

This monetary theory is borne 
out by the effect of the quantity 
of money in circulation to the] 
commodity price index. As to j 
whether the money is backed or j 
not by gold or other commodity j 
that may be suitable, does not j 
alter the circumstance. It is j 
merely an application of the Law j 
of Supply and Demand. Other 
things being equal, the more 
money in circulation the smaller 
the purchasing power of each! 
unit. 

We should not overlook an im- j 
portant condition which should j 
be very carefully considered in j 
relation to the “Quantity The-! 
ory.” That is the “Velocity Fac¬ 
tor” or rate of turnover. A thou¬ 
sand dollars used ten times in 
payment of goods and services, 
does the same work, consequent¬ 
ly is as effective as ten thousand 
dollars turned over but once. j 
The velocity of Prosperity Cer -1 
tificates will be very much great-1 
er than our legal currency, pro- J 
vided they are generally accept¬ 
ed. As they cannot be deposit- j 
ed at the bank, and will not be 
redeemed for a period of two I 
years, they must be kept in cir- 
culution. There will be no at-1 
tempt to hoard them, the stamp 
tax making that an expensive 
procedure. 

This combination of conditions 
will have the same effect, in 
comparison with the normal 
turnover of money, as a large 
increase in the number of certi¬ 
ficates issued. Hence a depre¬ 
ciation in their value. 

What will be the behaviour of 
the Canadian Dollar? Should 
sufficient Albertans subscribe to 
this severe form of taxation, 
there will be a tendency for ou r 
dual currency to follow along 
lines as prescribed by Gresham’s 
Law. This law boiled down, 
states that when two currencies 
are circulating together, the de¬ 
preciated one will drive out the 
good; which is quite natural as 
people will keep the good money, 
and eventually it becomes scarce. 

Under these circumstances, we 
would find two prices for goods 
—one for “Prosperity Dollars,” 
and one for Canadian Dollars; 
the latter reasonably conforming 
with the price index for Canada, 
the former continually rising as 
the holders of ever increasing 
certificates demand goods in ex¬ 
change. (In this connection it 
must be remembered that the 
dollar is free to flow to other 
parts of Canada, while the Cer¬ 
tificates are confined to the Pro¬ 
vince.) 

Examining this experiment 
under the light of accepted 
economic laws, it is difficult 
to see how it can be but detri¬ 
mental to the very people it 
was designed to benefit. 

Should there arise the objec¬ 
tion that “Prosperity Certifi¬ 
cates” are not money, I think 
that all are agreed that they are 
made to represent purchasing 
power. All forms of purchasing 
power including money and 
issues of this nature, are gov¬ 
erned, as far as we are concerned, 
by the same laws of cause and 
effect.
